HYPNOTIZED GIRL 
SHOOTS PROFESSOR 


(By United-Pres*) 
Berlin, Jan. IS—The danger that 
amateur hypnotists will further Im­ 
pair public morals is seen by the Vi­ 
enna Medical weekly, in a discussion 
of the recent attack on Prof. Wagner- 
Jauregg, Vienna, by a hynotized girl. 
Jauregg bad asserted 
that 
crime 
could not be induced 
by 
hypnosis, 
whereupon an amateur hypnotist sug­ 
gested to a seventeen-year old girl 
the assassination of the professor and 
provided her with 
a 
pistol 
loaded 
with paper bullets. 
She made the at­ 
tack. 
The medical journal, however, 
contends that Jaurcgg’s theory was 
not entirely disproved since the hyp­ 
notist induced the attack under false 
promises and suggested to his sub­ 
ject that tile whole affair was harm­ 
less 
us it was. 
lienee it was not a 
crime. 
But, the paper contends that the 
amateur 
hypnotists 
can 
perhaps 
spread a suggestion 
amongst 
the 
public disruption of the whole pro­ 
cess of criminal justice. 
If such a 
process were undertaken, then there 
would be no need for “compulsory 
hypnosis,” us in the Jauregg case. 
in order to establish a plea for light 
punishment, since the public stand­ 
ard would not 
require punishment. 
Incidentally, the paper 
says 
there 
have been cases in the past of “com­ 
pulsory (or 
intentional) 
drunken­ 
ness,’ undertaken as a basis for a 
pleu to escape justice. 
The Jauregg case bas aroused the 
interest of psychologists and hypno­ 
tists 
throughout 
centra! 
Europe. 
Since the attack, the girl has been 
the subject of experiments which re­ 
vealed the whole process to which 
she was submitted in tlit* course of 
the amateur's efforts to disprove the 
expel t’s theory. 
Under hypnosis, she 
repealed that the amateur had sug- 
g'-atad to her that Jauregg had killed 
her sweetheart; 
that 
she ought to 
take revenge; and that if she would 
do it. she could have a theatrical en 
gugement. 
She had replied she 
Ha­ 
nked to kill Jauregg aud was afraid 
of a p stoi, but later relaxed as the I 
hypnotist assured her it was hurni- 
e *. 
Jauregg holds that this statement 
as to harmlessness robbed D'* lo tion I 
of the actual criminal element, sin»e 
the subject was not actually commit­ 
ting a crime.
